Do not use on foals under 3 months of age. 
 
DIRECTIONS FOR WIPE-ON USE:  Thoroughly brush horse to remove excess dirt and 
dust.  Extremely dirty horses should be shampooed, rinsed, and allowed to dry before 
applying wipe.  Use a sponge, clean soft cloth or mitt.  Apply liberally over areas to be 
protected.  Pay special attention to legs, belly, shoulders, neck, and facial areas.  Avoid 
eyes and mucous membranes.

Direct spray at an upward angle, 
distributing it uniformly throughout the entire area at a rate of 2 fluid ounces per 1,000 
cubic feet (10 ft x 10 ft x 10 ft).  Apply by directing spray toward ceiling and corners 
until the space is filled with mist. For best results, keep doors and windows closed, when 
possible, for 10 minutes during spraying and after application.  Applicator must not remain 
in treated area.  After the 10 minute treatment period, the area should be opened and 
ventilated prior to reoccupation by humans or animals.
